Elba’s Camp E.X.C.E.L. motivates local 
children through learning experiences

“Yes, I can,” said a group 
of kids in unison. “Yes, I 
will. Yes, watch me excel.” 

This is the motto of 
Elba’s Camp E.X.C.EL., a 
summer camp put on by the 
city’s Parks and Recreation 
Department. It runs for a 
total of six weeks from June 
3, through June 27, and July 
8, through July 18. 

“Camp E.X.C.B.L. is a 
summer program that serv- 
ices youth between kinder- 
garten ages and ninth 
grade,” said camp director 
Beverly Daniels Hamilton. 
“The camp is just a safe 
place where kids can come 
and have fun during the 
summer.” 

However, this is not just a 
safe place for kids to have 
fun. It is also a chance for 
kids to learn and interact

this program, most of the 
kids would just be at home 
alone.

“We felt that it was im- 
portant to have a fee so that 
parents could kind of have 
some investment in it,”

Fort Rucker. Bane said the 
work she was doing at Fort 
Rucker was especially 
meaningful.

Organic farming is a work of passion for local couple

Off a dirt road near Opp, 
Ala., a small, organic farm 
grows medicinal herbs and 
spices while also teaching 
anyone who will listen 
about the importance of the 
earth, its natural systems 
and their sustainability. 

Greg and Carole Lolley 
own and operate Mayim 
Farm. Greg worked as a 
technician at Fort Rucker 
for 32 years before deciding 
to open an organic farm and 
pursue his passion. 

“T didn’t actually retire,” 
he said. “I changed careers. 
I work more now than I did 
at Fort Rucker.” 

They began work on the 
farm seven years ago, and 
Greg sports a chest-length 
beard that may not have 
been shaved since then. A 
sign on the gate out-front 
declares Mayim Farm to be 
an “organic farm,” that uses 
“no chemical spray.” 


That idea of all-natural 
farming is central to Mayim 
Farm and the Lolleys. 

“We try to work within 
the system that God 
created,” Greg said. “You 
have to work within the sys- 
tem. If you don’t, even- 
tually, you will lose.” 

This means that no man- 
ufactured pesticides or fer- 
tilizers are used on the farm. 

Instead, Greg and Carole 
pay close attention to what 
kinds of plants naturally 
group together in forests, 
and then try to replicate it as 
much as possible. 

“We don’t want to just be 
sustainable ss Greg said.

“We want to be regener- 
ative. Right now, if you buy 
some good land and work it, 
it is not going to be as good 
in five years. We want to be 
able to work good land the 
right way so that you can 
give better land to your 
grandchildren.” 

At the same time, both 
are very upfront about how 
they continue to learn and 
try new things. 

“Everything I do is an ex- 
periment,” Greg said. 

Not only are the Lolleys 
trying to be all-natural on 
the growing-side, but their 
produce is intended to be 
used as natural supplements 
for everything from head- 
aches to high blood pres- 
sure. Turmeric, elderberries 
and moringa are their three 
most popular plants, all of 
which have medicinal uses. 

“We are trying to bring 
back all the stuff that our 
great-grandmothers knew,” 
Greg said. “They used to 
know what to get from the

from my family.” 

Family and professional 
life seem to be tied closely 
in Bane’s life. After she and 
her husband were married in 
2008, they tried to start a 
family, but eventually just 
decided to place the deci- 
sion in a higher power. 

“I had gotten a new posi- 
tion at the nursing home— 
my accounting position—so, 
we really just decided that 
we would sit back and let 
God control and concentrate 
on work and not be so wor- 
ried about having a baby,” 
Bane said. “The next month, 
I was pregnant.” 

With the help of close rel- 
atives and prayer, both of 
the Banes continued to 
work while raising a current 
total of three children. 

“God has just always 
worked it out,” Bane said. 
“Our kids have always been 
a benefit-and an asset to us.” 

So, in November 2018, 
when Bane learned there 
was an opening in Elba for 
acity clerk position, she ap- 
plied. 

“After much prayer and 
consideration, we decided 
that I would apply, and if it 
was God’s will it would 
work out,” Bane said. “And 
if it wasn’t, I had a great job 
so, I wouldn’t really lose 
anything if I didn’t get it.”

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sion office, the elementary 
school’s S.T.E.M. program 
and the Big Bend Wildlife 
Sanctuary. This leads to 
summer days of arts and 
crafts, snacks, character 
education and free-play, 
being mixed in with archery, 
gardening and wildlife pre- 
sentations. 

“We try to do things that 
are outside of their normal 
sphere,” Hamilton said. 

For instance, last Thurs- 
day [June 13], the Elba Rec- 
reation Center’s gym was 
filled with kids and parents 
learning about owls, tor- 
toises and habitat protec- 
tion. 

“Qooo”s and “Woah”s 
filled the room as volunteers 
from the Big Bend Wildlife 
Sanctuary brought out live 
animals to teach the kids 
about the importance of re- 
specting nature. 

Since the camp averages 
a little over 40 kids per day, 
a team of 11 volunteers and 
five certified teachers help 


Hamilton keep control. 

“I don’t normally even 
work with kids,” said Aja 
Reese, a rising high school 
senior and one of the camp 
volunteers. “I do this be- 
cause I love these kids.” 

Nevertheless, it is diffi- 
cult to overestimate how 
much this program owes to 
Hamilton. 

“In 2015, we had a 
change of administration in 
the [parks and rec] depart- 
ment,” Hamilton said. “I 
had kind of volunteered in 
the past, but they brought 
me on board to kind of de- 
velop and revamp the pro- 


Before the revamping in 
2015, the camp was still a 
summer program run by 
volunteers, but it had very 
little structure. 

“We gave it a mission 
and kind of a sense of pur- 
pose,” Hamilton said.

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yard and how make good, 
healthy tea out of it.” 

Perhaps one of the most 
important aspects of the 
farm for the Lolleys is being 
able to use it to teach kids 
(including college kids) 
about sustainability. 

“When you try to teach 
something, you are going to 
learn more than the students 
do,” Greg said. “Those kids 
are going to ask exactly the 
question that you don’t 
know the answer to.” 

Not only have the Lolleys 
given presentations at 
summer camps in Elba, but 
they also have built a class- 
room-cabin on the farm to 
teach kids who want to 
come and take a tour. 

Space has also been cut 
for a fruit orchard to be 
grown on the farm, but the 
government shutdown early 
this year stalled some work 
that is crucial to the or- 
chard’s success.

minded disciple look like? He or she is one who is com- 
mitted to walking through this life as a pilgrim, as a mere 
temporary resident, as one who is willing to travel light with 
alight grip on things. And as the Savior leads or guides, he 
or she is one who is willing to do what the double-minded 
person refuses to do ~ give up material wealth and the se- 
curity it often provides along with possessions, prestige, 
comfort, and other things the world treasures and pursues. 
With his treasure in heaven and his eyes on the Savior, the 
devoted disciple does not labor for treasure on earth, or for 
a high standard of living, but may, as the Lord may call on 
him to do; live without position or power or possessions or 
popularity. An important question to reflect on is simply 
this: Am I trying to do the impossible in that I am seeking 
to serve both God and the world? A question, then that de- 
serves serious reflection is: Who and what has my alle- 
giance and devotion? Only we can answer these questions 
for ourselves. Man sees our actions — but God knows our 


priorities, and pursuits.
